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Remarks 

In the Office Action of August 16, 2011, claims 12, 15, 20-21, 43-44 and 51-52 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a). Claims 13-14, 16, 22, 45, 49-50, 53 and 57-58 are objected to, 
but deemed allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Claims 1, 3-6, 9-11, 23, 27-28, 31-35 and 39-42 are allowed. 

By this amendment, claims 12, 20-21, 43-44 and 51-52 are canceled, without prejudice, 
solely to expedite the allowance of this case. Applicants reserve the right to file one or more 
continuation or divisional applications based on any of the canceled claims. 

Rejection of claims 12, 15, 20-21, 43-44 and 51-52 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 12, 15, 20-21 and 51-52 are rejected as being unpatentable over Chrisikos, US 
6,728,301 (hereinafter, "Chrisikos") in view of Baum et al., US 5,812,615 (hereinafter, "Baum"). 
Claims 43-44 are rejected as being unpatentable over Chrisikos in view of Naden et al., US 
5,999,561 (hereinafter, "Naden"). 

To expedite the allowance of this application, claims 12, 20-21, 43-44 and 51-52 have 
been canceled, without prejudice. Their rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) are therefore moot. 

Claim 15 has been amended to depend from the amended claim 13. Since claim 13 has 
been rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations from claim 12, it is now in 
allowable form. Therefore, claim 15 is also allowable. 

Objections to claims 13-14, 16, 22, 45, 49-50, 53 and 57-58 

Claims 13-14, 16, 22, 45, 49-50, 53 and 57-58 are objected to, but deemed allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Claims 13, 22, 45 and 53 have been amended and rewritten in independent form to 
include all limitations of their respective base claims and any intervening claims. Therefore, 
their objections are overcome. 

Claims 49 and 57 have been amended to provide for proper dependency. Since claims 
14, 16, 49-50 and 57-58 depend from respective base claims that are in allowable form, the 
objection of these claims are therefore overcome.
